THE PRISONER ACCUSED 
OF POISONING HUSBAND 


Declares She Is the Victim of Schemers 
Who Are Trying to Keep Her 
From Sharing in the 
Property. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., April 8.—The 
unique spectacle of a number of armed 
women from the highest circles of Craw- 
fordsville society guarding the county jail 
against a mob determined to lynch Mrs. 
Robert J. Drake, indicted for the murder 
of her husband, was presented here. 

From the time Mrs. | © was taken 
to the courtroom until she was safely in- 
stalled in the jail again she was con- 
stantly surrounded by @ guard from 
Women’s Missionary Society, -of which she 
was a member. Her guard of armed wom- 
en remained with her, aiding Sheriff Reeves 
and his deputies in protecting Mrs. Drake 
when a howling mob of lynchers threat- 
ened to take the woman from the sheriff 
and hang her. 

Mrs. Drake contends that she is one of 
the heirs to the immense estate of the 
late Peter Goelet of N@W York, and that 
the e of murder against her is but an. 
attempt to get her out of the way in order 
that the million dollars which would be 
poceives by her might be diverted to other 

eirs. 

She was taken to the court house thrrugh 
a surly and dangerous looking mob. Tne 
courtroom was crowded, and as soon as it 
was learned that Mrs. Drake had been in- 
dicted on the charge of poisoning her hus- 
band the preparations outside the jail grew 
ominous. 

Sheriff Reeves, County Prosecutor Rat- 
cliffe and the sheriff's deputies took all 
possible precautions to ard Mrs. Drake 
against capture by the lynchers, but their 
success was made possibie by the présence 
of the armed band of women who formed 
a hollow square about Mrs. Drake and 
went with her to the jail. 

The mob of lynchers surrounded the lit- 
tle crowd of protectors of the woman in a 
shouting, clamoring mass, but although 
several efforts were made to rush the*lit- 
tle party, the danger of injuring, fatally 
perhaps, many of the wives and sisters of 
those forming the mob, and who were 
gathered closely about Mrs. Drake, made 
such efforts ineffective. 

Mrs. Drake wept bitterly all the way to 
the jail and when she reached the big a. 
doors she turned to her friends who had 
guarded her so faithfully and said: 

“This accusation against me is simply 
infamous. None of| you can believe it to 
be true and that is all the consolation I 
have. I learned ta love Robert and he 
loved me. I have an idea who caused his 
death and I think ft was for the purpose 
of cheating me out of my share of the 
Goelet estate in New York. 

Robert J. Drake was @ Pg ny Wis- 
consin farmer who read aboyt a year 
o in a matrimonial paper the adver- 
tisement of Mrs. Elmira Myers, 60 years 
old. e went to Covington and was 
married to Mrs. Myers on the day of his 
arrival. During their year of married 
life the couple had mahy quarrels and 
Mr. Drake before his death charged, his 
wife with trying oison him. 

Mrs. Drake telis ange story of her 
claim to a part of the elet estate. She 
says that a secret marriage was solem- 
nized between her mother and Peter Goe- 
let, the andfather of J. Ogden Goelet.

BUFFALA, April 8—What friends of Ar- 
thur R. Pennell hoped for was m mere 
formal inquiry into the manner of his 
death and that of his wife will instead 
be a reopening of the inquest into the mur- | 
der of Edwin L. Buriick. It is telieved 
by the officers that they will be able to 
prove beyond any doubt that Pennell was 
the murderet of the man whose wife he 
had taken away. 
The district attorney will ask Mr. Penny 
to produce the papers and books left by 
Arthur Pennell. It is intimated that Mr. 
Penny willrefuse. What the result wi! 
be depends on the latitude Judge Murphy 
will allow to the inquiry. A decided public 
sentiment is declaring for a searching in- 
quiry, and Judge Murphy said today: 
“It is not the province of the inquest, in 
my opinion, té make any strong effort toe 
solve the question whether or not Pennell 
killed himself. We want information re- 
garding the Burdick case. The cases are 
now brought closer together than they 
were before. I thiall meke an effort to have 
J. Fred Pennell tell many things about his 
brother's life.’ 
J. Fred Pennell has left the city, and the 
authorities do not know where he is. They 
admit that they are exceedingly anxious to 
subpena him for the inquest. 
“I ghall demand that Fred Pennell pro- 
duce the Gead man’s papers,” said Mr. 
Coatsworth. “The extensive swindles that 
Pennell is sald to have carried on show he 
was aman of large caliber and nerve. 
Not every man ¢an Hve a double life as 
Pennell did end keep his true character 
concealed. Stevenson’s creation of Dr.

A long statement written by Arthur 
Pennell the day before his death will 
produced at the inquest.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 8.—Ten thousand 
enthusiastic Tennesseans journeyed to 
Montgomery Park today to witness the 
great turf event of their state run.

How Women Can Make Money

Whist Teaching. 
T= suggestion of whist teaching as a 


means of livelihood for women is not 
a new one, but owing to the popu- 
larity of duplicate whist throughout the 
country there is an unsatisfied and growing 
demand for competent instructors, espe- 
cially in the smaller cities and towns. 

Every large city has its whist instructors, 
who teach in the cities in winter and at the 
fashionable resorts in summer, busy the 
year round. Their incomes are frequently 
very large. 

These teachers are constantly 
by requests to visit the smaller cities, but 
as their time is fully taken up there is no 
incentive for them to do so; the writer 
knows this fact from many years’ ex- 
perience as a whist teacher. . 

By forming instructiin classes of from 
twelve to twenty pupils, a teacher can 
easily earn from $8 to $5 for a two hours’ 
lesson, and from $1 and $2 per lesson is 
generally paid for private instruction. 
Practice classes of from twenty to forty 
players can also be formed and will net 
$ per season of twenty-six weeks for each 
player. 

A competent teacher in a medium 
town should easily be able te clear 
$75 to $100 per month, and from this 
is no loss as tuition fees are 
in advance.
